Mat it please toub Excellenct, 

This Report which we now make of the proceedings of the 'iRRh 
Congested Districts Board for Ireland refers to W'hat has been ^ 5 *^, 
done during the first three months only of the present year. 

In our last Report we pointed out that, owing to the termination 
of financial years on the 31st of March, it would in future be 
desirable to present our Annual Reports for years ending on 
that day, instead of on the 31st of December as heretofore, so that 
the Reports of our proceedings, and the accounts of our receipts 
and payments should be submitted in respect of the same period. 

The presentation of this Report to your Excellency has been 
dela.yed longer than was originally intended in order that a full 
rtatement, with explanatory maps, might be submi tted in refer- 
ence to the purcbase and re-sale of the Ffrench estate under the 
“ Migration ’’ sections of the Congested Districts Board Acts ; 
and also in order that detailed financial information might be 
given with respect to the result of some of our fishcuring operations. 

Official Staff of the Board. 

During the first three months of the present year eorrespond- 
eaoe was carried on between the Irish Government, the Treasury, 
and this Board as to the re-organization of the Board’s Official 
Staff, and as to the extent of the liability of the Treasury for 
the payment of the administrative expenses of the Board under 
section iO, subsection 3 of the statute 54 & 65 Viet., ch. 48, but 
as no final settlement was made before the 31st of March, the 
subject will be dealt with in our next Annual Report Similarly 
a correspondence was begun, but not concluded, with referenoe 
to the mode by which the Board’s Official Staff should be 
appointed. 

Expenditure of Board’s Income. 

The Board’s account of receipts and payments between the ApponUii i., 
1st of April, J 893, and the 31st of March, 1894, os furnished page 30. 
to the Comptroller and Auditor-General, is appended, and a Appandii ii. , 
return is also given showing the receipts and payments during page 3L 
the months of January, February, and March, 1894, being the 
period dealt with in this Report. A Table of Receipts from the Appendix in., 
date of the constitution of the Board to the 31st of March, 1894, page 32.

It will be seen from the account of the Board’s receipts and 
expenditure (Appendix I.) that a sum of £70,141 4.s. 2d. was at 
the disposal of the Board during the year ended the 31st of 
March, 1894, and that a sum of £47,264 is. 3d. was spent in the 
same period, leaving a sum of £22,876 19s. lid. unexpended at 
the close of the year ; but this surplus has been apjpropriated by 
the Board to various projects.

It may he here re-stated that the main source of the Board's 
income is the sum of £41,250, interest on the Church Surplu.s 
Grant of £1,600,000. In any year the other sources of income 
may he 

An unexpended balance cairied over from the previous year, 

Interest payable by Bank on deposits, &c.. 

Donations, 

Re-payment of Loans, 

Miscellaneous receipts by sales of fish, fees for horses, &e., and 

Re-payments on behalf of tenant purchasers under the 
“ Migration ” sections. 

Dp to the 31st of March, 1893, moneys were not received 
except from the seven above enumerated sources, but during the 
year ended the 31st of March, 1S94, the Irish Reproductive and 
the Sea and Coast Fisheries Loan Funds were handed over to 
the Board, and in respect of these funds (apart from stocks or 
securities), a sum of £14,782 Os. 7d. was received during the 
year. There are two other large items among the receipts shown 
in Appendix I., namely, a sum of £4,474 Is. lOrf. under the head 
of “ Piers, Road.s, Bridges, Ac.,” and a .sum of £500 in respect of 
the " Murrisk Reproductive Loan Fund.” These entries are not 
records of actual receipts, but are merely transfer entries for book- 
keeping purposes from one Fund to another, and the amounts

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•were included in the receipts of last year. In the year 1S93-94 
all the administrative engineering expenses ■were, in the first 
instance, charged against the Board’s iliscellaneous Fund. As, 
however, several of the works in respect of which these expenses 
were incurred were ehargeil on the Irish Reproductive Lonn Fund 
and the Soa and Coii.st Fisheries Fund respectively, an apportion- 
ment was made at the end of the year for the purpose of charging 
the administrative expenses of each work to the same fund as 
that out of which the co.st of construction was being paid. This 
adjustment was carried by the transfer entries referred to. The 
total receipts for the year ended the 31st March, 1894, should 
tlierefore, in order to ascertain the amount of ordinary revenue 
be reduced from £75,115 6s. Oci. to £55,356 Os. Sd. 

As was stated at page 4 of our Second Annual Report, we 
resolved to expend a sum of £50,000 out of the two Loan Fuads 
in constructiug some roads, piers, and boatslip.s, and of this 
amount a sum of £6,137 9s. Sd. was spent during the year 
1E93-4, while works involving a total estimated expenditure of 
more than £50,000 have been approved of for construction, subject 
to the sufficiency of our resources, having regard to the accuracy 
of the estimates of the cost of the projected works. This umtter 
is now referred to because the cash belonging to the two Loan 
Funds causes the Board’s income to appear much larger than it 
leall}' is ; and it seems desirable to point out that when the 
engineering works shall have been completed, and the sum of 
£50,000 expended, the annual amount at the disposal of the 
Board will not, apart from repayments, much exceed the sum of 
£41,250, the interest on the Church Surplus Grant. 

Operations of the Board during January, February, 

AND March, 1894. 

As heretofore wo shall describe our proceedings under the 
following heads : — 

I. Agriculture, and matters relating to land ; 

II. Sea Fisheries; 

III. Industries; and 

IV. Engineering Works. 

There are some proceedings which do not fall within this 
classification, and we shall refer to them after dealing with the 
classified subjects in order. 

/. AORIGULTVRE, &c. 

In our last Annual Report we described at page 6 the courae Agrioultui'al 
we followed in giving agricultural instruction to the occupiers 
of small holdings in the neighbourhood of Kultimavh, County 
Mayo, and Clifden, County Galway, and also in the island of 
AchiU. 

.Early in the present year arrangements were made with the 
occupiers of nearly aU the example holdings which were worked 
last year to continue to till small portions of their land under 
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the direction of the Board's Instructor at each centre. These 
occnpiers are given facilities for obtaining good seeds and such 
artificial manure as may be considered desirable. Several 
occupiers have also been supplied with quicks forfences. In our 
Appendix VI. next Report we shall state the result of our operations this year, 
page 37. jg jigped that, by means oi these “ example plote,” conclusive 

evidence will be afforded to the occupiers of the lands and to 
their neighboui-s of the advantages to be derived from the adop- 
tion of better systems of cultivation, and from the use of good 
seeds and manure. The Board have also provided some ploughs 
and gear of a suitable kind for some small occupiers of land. 

Drainago In the Jliltimagh district considerable efforts have been made 
opemtioM. encourage the drainage of farms, but in no case have the 
Board contributed more than one-fourth of the cost of the work. 
This scheme has been found to work satisfactorily, and many 
farms derive much benefit from the drainage operations that 
have been oanied out. 

In the same district the Board have offered inducements to 
small occupiers to provide out-buildings for cattle, as under the 
present system cattle and piigs spend the night and part of the 
day, in the same apartment as members of the familjo Injurious 
efi'ects must be produced in the case of people who have to spend 
many hours amidst the effluvia of cattle, while the animals no 
doubt suffer from the sudden changes from a hot close atmosphere 
at night to cold or moist breezes in an unsheltered field or on an 
exposed hill-side during the day. 

Forestry. About 200 additional acres of land at Knockboy, in Connemara, 

were planted during the first three months of this year, and the 
Appendix VII, shelter-belt has been thickened by the planting of a considei-able 
paga 38. number of alders, willows, and buckthorn. On tlie whole the 
young trees planted in lSOl-9’2, and ] 893-94 have turned out 
satisfactorily', especially the Scot.s pines and the spruce firs. A large 
number of the larch that were first planted have lost their leadei's 
tut otherwise they appear to be doing fairly well. The un- 
enclosed area of about 200 acres on the east side of the pubho 
road wiU be completed, it is expected, during this year. 

Sale ol seeds A few tons of seed oat.s were purchased in Scotland and sold to 
md manm-es. occupiers of land in the Kilerohane district, Co. Cork. 

The distribution and sale was ean'ied out for the Board by Mr. 
Edward Barry', of Letter, Kilerohane, at who.se suggestion the 
supply was procured, and, as Mr. Barry' cairied out the arrange- 
ments most satisfactorily, it is believed that good results wiU foUow 
in his neighbourhood from the introduction of the new seed. 
The Board hope to extend the sale of seeds and also of suitable 
artificial manures to small occupiers in ether districts where the 
means are defective for obtaining and seUing such articles of good 
quality, and at moderate prices. 

Early potatoeB One ton of Sharpe’s Victor seed potatoes was distributed 

GmSbe* Among some small occupiers of land in the district about Schull 
and Crookhaven, where it is considered that early potatoes might 
profitably be grown. This seed was planted in most favourable 
situations, and the result of the experiment will be compared 
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with the ordinary crop grown, in the neighhourhood. The Board 
have also taken further steps for obtaining information as to the 
establisliinent of market-gardening as an industry in suitable 
places in the Oongested Districts. 

imriug the first three months of the year there is nothing special Hwae 
to be stated about the Board’s efforts to improve the breed of 
horses in Congested Districts, except that four additional Hackney 
horses wore pm-cha.sed. All the horses at this time of the yearpi.jo 89. 
are at the stnd-farm, near Sliankill, Co. Dublin, and the arrange- Appendix ix. , 
ments for the season of 1894 are shown in Appendix XXII. On P'W® *'’• 
the 31st of March all the horses and mares were in good health Appendix 
and condition. ^ 

No bulls have been di.stributed during the short period to cattie- 
which this report refei-a, but eight Galloway bulls were purchased breeding, 
in Scotland, for distribution in the Counties Mayo and Galway. Appendix X., 

On the expiration of the season of 1893, the rams which had 
been stationed in the Counties of Donegal and Galway were bM^uing. 
transferred to the Go. Mayo, where they have been placed on a App.ndi.x XI., 
good sheep-run until the season of 1894. page 42. 

During the three months of J anuary, February, and March, pij,.j„epding. 
1894, one boar and eight sows have been sold to smaU occupiers ,wpendix 
on the terms mentioned in a previous report. xii., paja42. 

Arrauuemeuta are in progi'css for the establishment of small PnuUrj- 
poultry-iarms in additional districts during the autumn and tearing, 
early winter of 1894. Appendix 

A grant of £100 was made for experiments to encourage the xm., page 43 . 
keeping of bees by small occupiers of land, and the operations Bee-keeping, 
under this Grant are being conducted by Mr. T. O'Bryen on the 
system approved by the best authorities on the subject. 

The efforts and work of the Hon. Horace Plunkett, one of the 0 „_„p 5 jau„ 
members of our Board, in the advancement of co-operative dairy- iiairring, 
ing, are well known, and having considered the very favourable 
position of the numerous co-operative creameries established by 
or in consultation with him, we decided to vote a sum of£:150 to- 
wards promoting in Congested Districts the objectsof the Irish Agii- 
culturai Organization Society, of which Mr. Plunkett is President. 

During the three months now under review we made inquiries Migration 
as to various estates or ftirms advertised or offered for sale, and 
subsequently negotiations were entered into for the purchase of Diatricta 
the lands — the result of which shall be stated in our next Report. Board Acta, 

It may, however, be stated that we have not so far been able to 
obtain any of these estates at a price suflieiently low to enable us 
to carry out a scheme for migration or enlargement of holdings 
without incurring a risk of heavy loss to our funds. Negotiations 
with respect to other estates are in progi'css. 

We are, however, able to report that we have, with the exoep- Enlargcmtnt 
tion of a few unimportant details, completed and successfully o" 

carried out our scheme for the enla^ement of small occupiers' Estate, 
holdings on portion of the Ffrench Estate near BaUygar, in the 
County Galway, which we purchased for this purpose in the Land 
J'udge’a Court. The successful termination of this transaction 
is mainly to he attributed to the resource, tact, and special 
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aptitude of our representative, Mr. Henry Doran, Assoc. 
M.I.C.E.I., and formerly an Assistant Land Commissioner. 
The Board were guided bj him in the striping and re-apportion- 
ment of the holdings and turbary ; and the arrangements 
suggested by him gave general satisfaction to the tenants and 
all persons concerned. The necessary surv’eying, draining, road- 
making, and erection or rmiairing of houses were entrusted to 
Mr. Doran for execution. When the new holdings were marked 
out, the completion of the agreements and conveyances was 
carried out hy Mr. George Fottrell, the Board’s Solicitor in the 
matter, with the utmost despatch and accuracy. 

We may refer to the brief general statement as to the Ffrench 
Estate at page 16 of our last Report, and we will now proceed to 
describe in greater detail the course that we have adopted in this 
case. The following table shows roughly at a glance some of the 
main features of the estate before the purchase by the Board.

Afpcndices B At the beginning of the Appendix will be found two maps, one 

showing the estate as it existed before the Boai’d obtained 
’ possession of it, and the other showing the lands as they have 
been conveyed to the tenants after the enlargement of their 
holdings. 

The grazing tenant surrendered his holding of 350 acres in the 
month of May, 1893. when most of the small occupiers were absent 
in England as “ migratory labourers.” The Board therefore, as the 
holdings could not be altered in the absence of the tenants, took 
in gl azing cattle on part of the surrendered farm for the season, 
and let the remainder of the lands for meadow, from both of 
which sources a sum of £232 2s. 7cf. was derived. 

At the date of the transfer of the estate to the Board the 
tenants owed a sum of £1,200 6s. in respect of arrears of rent, 
or exactly three years’ rent on the entire agi’icultnral rental 

The Board had now to decide on the amount to he accepted 
from each tenant in discharge of aU arrears of rent up to the 
1st of November, 1893. Tenants who were not to get an in- 
crease of land were forgiven at least two years’ rent, and those 
• In oceupation of th* owner. 
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vpho got additional land "wrere foi-giveu one and a half year's 
rent. Those tenants who did not owe more than two years’ rent 
to November, 1893, and none owed less, were not, in cases in 
which they received no additions to their holdings, required to 
make any payment in respect of rent to November, 1893, so that 
they did not suffer by having met their obligations more punc- 
tasily than their neighhonrs. The tenants paid the amounts 
demanded, and the sum of £425 3s. 4d. was received in respect 
of arrears of rent. 

The land available for distribution, owing to the surrender of 
the grajzing holding, was not sufficient for the enlargement of all 
the small holdings to any material extent, and it was therefore 
decided to apportion it among the tenants whose judicial rents 
did not exceed £7 a year each. The tenants whose rents ex- 
ceeded that amount did not get any of the mazing holding, but 
every tenant on the estate got a stripe of turbary and cut-away 
hog added to his holding free of rent, and in nearly every case 
the quantity of turbary given will yield a supply of fuel for up- 
wards of sixty years. The tenants in occupation of the smallest 
and poorest holdings got the largest and best divisions of the 
land that was apportioned; and in this way the holdings are 
Dearly equalized, their present annual valuation in most oases 
ranging from £5 to £8. The following Table .shows the effect 
of uie Board’s operations, taking the annual valuation of the 
holdings as a rough guide : —

In seven of the holdings as they now exist the valuation is under 
£4 annually, but in six of these coses the purchasing tenants are 
old people without any family to assist them in working larger 
farms. A most striking fact is that there are only eight holdings

Board dealt 'with the estate. 

It appears irom the foregoing Table that there were seventy- 
five agricultural tenants on the estate when the Board purchased 
it. It was found that three of the holdings had been subdivided 
into two, or the actual number of holdings was seventy-eight. 

One new holding was firmed for the herd of the grazing farm, 
and this addition brought up the iinmher to seventy-nine, but 
two tenants surrendered their holdings, and in this way the 
present number of seventy-seven was amved at. 

Appendix E, Taking the old renis on the one hand and the repayment of 
page 2 t. instalments on the other ; and also having regard to the quan- 
tity of land held before and after the re-settiement of the estate 
by the Board, the change, in circumstances in the case of each 
tenant can be seen upon reference to a return given in 
Appendix E. 

Out of the seventy-seven agricultural -tenants on the estate,, 
sixty obtained enlarged holdings of ai'able land ; ■while all, as was 
stated above, obtained strips of turbaiy and cut-a'way bog. Even 
the tenants who got no additional land, while they were much 
disappointed, admitted that the way iu which the Board appor- 
tioned the available land was the only means by which the 
condition of a large number of the tenants could be materially 
impi*oved. But, \mdoubtedly, it would have been more satisfactory 
if more unoccupied land had been available for partition. 

The sum of £7,600 was paid by the Board in the Laud Judge’s 
Court for the estate and the arrears of rent due, ■while seventy- 
five holdings were sold to the tenant purchasers for £9,2(30, and 
the value <5 the two unsold holdings is estimated at . £14-0. The 
following Table gives a summary of the Board’s expenditui'e and 
receipts up to date in this transaction : —

It win be observed that a surplus of £3S9 16s. lOiI, being an 
excess of receipts over expenditure, still remains in the Boeu-d’s 
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hands, and it is under consideration how this money can best be 
expended in promoting the prosperity of the tenant-purchasers. 

No charge has been made against the estate, it will be observed, 
on account of services done by Mr. Doran or any other salai'ied 
official acting for the Bosu'd in the matter, but the expenses under 
thi-s head would not be heavy, and, as all the officials were 
dischai'ging numerous other duties, it would he impossible to 
apportion accurately any portion of the expenditure against this 
particular estate. 

The first item of expenditure in the foregoing Table that might 
be referred to is the sum of £171 for building and repairing 
houses. Four new houses were built at a cost of £310, and a sum 
of £1.11 was expended in repairing other houses. In comparison 
with the work done under this head, the expenditure is very 
small, a.s the tenants most cheerfully combined and provided all 
the unskilled labour without remuneration. All the walls of the 
houses are made of concrete, tlie gravel and sand for which was 
eu-ted and washed by the tenants. A plan of the new houses Appendix D, 
that were built is ap]iended, and it may be stated that the four 
new houses cost only £85 each, in addition to the value of the 
unskilled labour. Over and above the expenditure made by the 
Board jointly with tenants, some of the other tenants were 
required, as a condition of purchase, themselves to execute certain 
repairs to their houses to the satisfaction of the Board. The 
result of what has boeu done is that, while some fui-ther improve- 
ments are no doubt desirable, the people are much better housed 
.than they were before they purchased their holdings. 

In proceeding to refer to the next heading of expenditure 
which relates to the re-apportionment and enlargement of the 
holdings, we think it well to repeat the explanation given in our 
last Report of our procedure in the case of this estate : — 

“ While this our first experiment does not involve the transfer of 
people from long distances, it comprises three distinct methods of 
enlarging agricultural holdings : — 

“ In the first place, an enlargement by carving suitable fanns out 
of untenanted lands purchased by the Board, to be given with new 
houses thereon to neighbouring but not adjoining small holders, 
who surrender to the Board on certain terms the farms they 
formerly occupied. 

" Secondly, an enlargement by giving to small holders land 
adjoining their own farms, and at the disposal of the Board. 

“ And thirdly, an enlargement by giving a tenant a portion of 
untsnanted laud not immediately adjoining his own farm, bat 
connected therewith by an accommodation road — one road of the 
kind serving many such tenants.” 

Before dividing the surrendered holding of the grazing tenant 
into lots it was necessary to make accommodation roads as a 
means of access from the existing holdings to the new lots. It 
was also decided to make some open main drains and to root out 
furze which covered about fifteen acres. These works were 
started about the l.st of November, 1893, and from then to the end 
of the year aU the men and hoys on the property were kept 
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employed— a considerable number being retained at work to the 
end of March, 1894. As far as possible employment was given 
by way of contract or piece-work, but a good deal bad to be done 
by day-labourera under supervision. The works in question 
cost £747 13s. lOcZ., so that the tenants and their families by their 
labour earned more than sufficient to pay oii the arreiir.s ot rent 
that the Board requh-ed payment of, while their laljonr improved 
their own property. At the same time the making of the roads, 
fences, and drains was absolutely nece.ssary in carving out the new 
holdings, and not one shilling has been e.vpended in any -work 
that could be regarded as either unnecessary or even ot question- 
able advantage. 

The payment of £490 2s. id. for solicitor's costs and other 
heavy legal expenses is much larger than our expenditure under 
this head is likely to be in future case.s, as in this, the first 
undertaking of the kind, there was naturally comsiderahle delay 
and discussion in settling the pi'ocedure that should be followed 
between the Land Judgo’.s Court, the Purchase Ilepartmeut of 
the Land Commission, and our own Board. 

The redemption of quit rent and tithe rent-charge, and the 
annual navraent of these charges pending redemption, cost a sura 
of £350 3s. lOci. 

The expenditure under the head of “ Incidentals ” includes 
foreman’s wages, implements, ifcc. 

Turning to the " Receipts ” side of the Table on page 10 it will 
first be observed that seventy-five tenants purchased their new 
or increased holdings for the .sum of £9,260. The annual rental 
of these holdings was £379 Os. 6d., and the Poor Law valuation 
is £535 11s. Od a year. The tenant-pm-chasers therefore paid 16 
years’ purchase on the rental, or l7-j- years’ purchase on the Poor 
Law valuation. Two tenants have not yet purchased, and the 
purchase money for their holdings has been fixed at £140. One 
of these tenants has constant employment in England, and has 
not been home for seven or eight years ; and the holding in the 
other case is owned in shares by a man and his son-in-law, between 
whom an agreement to purchase cannot be arrived at. 

Two small angular pieces of plantation, containing about one 
acre, and situate at the meeting of two roads, have been duly 
conveyed as sites for a National school and a teacher’s residence, 
as the want of a school had been felt in the neighboiu'hood. 

The sum ot £150 paid for the right of occupancy in special 
cases is made up by payments in the three following cases : — One 
tenant surrendered his own small holding, rented at £6 yearly, 
and [laid £100 for the right of occupancy of St. Brendan’s house, 
with forty-five acres of land, at a rent of £25. He also agreed to 
expend £50 in I'epairing the house. Another tenant, whose 
judicial rent was £1 5s., surrendered his house and land, and 
paid £15 towards the erection of a house on a new holding. 
The third case is that of the man who had for many years been 
herd of the grazing holding, and one of the new holding.s was

assigned to him upon payment of £35 towards the erection 
of a new house for him.

It is thought that some timber, reserved to the Board, might 
with advantage be felled and sold, while some of it will probably 
be given to tenants to effect improvements. 

Finally, it need only be observed that the adoption of safe- 
guards against sub-division in the future is receiving our most 
anxious and careful attention. 

II. SEA FISHERIES. 

As in previous reports we shall state what has been done by Frrab fish 
us with respect to the trade in fresh fish and in cured fish on the 
sea coast of the Congested Districts. 

On the 8th of February, 1894, the Board entered into an Aran msokersi 
agreement with Mr. W. W. Haiwey, Fish Merchant, of Cork, to fiskmg. 
buy ice, pack, and transmit to the English markets all mackerel 
caught in the spring of 1894 by local boats at the Aran Islands, 

Co. Galway, and also by seven boats to be brought from Arklow 
or elsewhere in Ireland. The price to be paid by Mr. Harvey for 
such mackerel was fixed at the average price to be obtained for 
the Aran fish in the Manchester, London, Liverpool, Birmingham, 

Leeds, Bradford, Sheffield, Nottingham, and Leicester markets on 
the date of sale, less by a sum of six shillings and nine pence per 
small box of fifty mackerel, out of which deduction Mr. Harvey 
agreed to pay cost of icing, packing, and transmitting to market, 
together with commission and market dues. The residue (if 
any) remaining out of the deduction of six shillings and nine 
pence per box after paying these charges is to be retained by 
Mr. Harvey, who is moreover guaranteed by the Board that he 
shall make a net profit of at least one hundred pounds in carrying 
out the arrangement. 

As this report only deals with occurrences during the first 
three months of the year, it would be premature to give an 
account of the Aran mackerel fishing which usually terminates 
about the end of May. Early in the season, however, great injury 
to nets, and therefore much discouragement, was caused by a 
very violent and sudden storm. 

As regards the uuraher of local boats and men engaged — 7 large 
boats and 15 curraghs or canoes, and 10 1 men and 2 hoys belonged 
to tbe Islands of Aran ; and 10 large boats and 48 men came 
from the opposite shore of Coimemara. In all there were from 
the locality 17 large boats, 16 curraghs or canoes, 162 men and 
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2 boys, but some of the men \7ere engaged in boats that came 
from, a distance. 

In addition to the local boats, seven large Ai'kiow boats and 
one Fenit large boat ■were engaged, some of whom sold their fish 
to Mr. Harvey, and the remaining to other buyers. 

In addition to Mr. Hai'vey, two other buyers of mackerel 
attended at Aran. I’bc result of tbe season's fishing will be 
given in our next Report; but, owing to the stormy weather, the 
take was not large. 

Mr. Shimmin, as heretofore, efficiently supervised, on behalf of 
the Board, the carrying out of all the arrangements at Aran. 

Sale of turbot At BeLmuUet, County Mayo, Mr. John A. Nolan, the Board’s 
and halibut, agent in Erris, made some experiments in sending turbot from 
Poitacloy to the Dublin market, but, as the fish have first to be 
carted for over twenty miles, and then sent by mail car for forty 
miles more, that is over sixty miles by road before reaching the 
railway at Ballina (a distance of 166 miles from Dublin), it is 
evident that the difficulties and delay in transit must injure the fish 
in warm .weather, and make it impossible to get a remunerative 
price. After pa}*iDg for freight and commission, the fishermen 
gei from Dublin, as a rule, about the same price as can he obtained 
at Belmullet when the market there is not glutted with fish. 
Tuihot, though plentiful off the north Mayo coast, are not taken 
by the primitive handlinesio sufficiently large or regular quantities 
to make it worth while to make anangeineDts for icing, or to 
chaiter a special smack or vessel to put the fish on rails at Killala, 
Sligo, Bimdoran, or Eillybegs. 

Similarly turbot and halibut were sent to tbe Belfast market 
from Teeliu, where the result 'was more encouraging, as Teelin 
ifl only thirteen miles from Killybegs railway station. The 
sale of conger eels at Manche.ster also brought a small profi.t after 
paying cartage and mil way. At Teelin the turbot, halibut, and 
conger were not specially fished for, but were taken occasionally 
on the long lines set for cod, ling, and saithe.

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As the season for catching white fish of the kinds mentioned 
above does not continue with much briskness after the end of 
March, it appears to be desirable that a report of the entire 
spring fishing of 189 1 should be given in this Report, although 
the season does not terminate until a little later. In this way 
it will be possible for us to show the financial results of the 
dried fish trade carried on by us this season. 

As we stated at page 24 of our last Report in connection with 
our efibrts to develop the fish trade — 

“ Our aim is to keep expenditure^ within atriotiy commercial limits, 
so that if external enterprise or local co-operation were to take our 
place, it would be found that hshermen are accustomed to receive a fair 
price and no more for their fish, ami that workers have been trained and 
have become accustomed to give a fair iionr’a work for a fair hour’s 
pay.” 

We find it difliculb to get this idea understood by local people in 
some few places, but at almo.st all our stations the fishemien are 
tbankl'ul to get any market at all for their fish, and the unre- 
mitting energy and industry of the fishermen in some districts, 
especially in the Oounty Donegal, are most encouraging to us 
in our efiorts to establish a fish trade on a basis that will, we 
hope, eventually be independent of any assistance or encourage- 
ment. Yet it would be wrong to suppose that the operations of 
the Board in the cured-fish ti'ade involve any payments in the 
nature of bounties. The Board in these opening years are 
providing instructors in fishing and in fish-curing, but so well 
has the instruction been availed of that four of our new stations 
are already in charge of young .Irishiuen who were trained at 
the Board’s stations, or, as they might in this sense be called, 
teohnieul schools. Every year the number of local men 
competent to take charge of stations will increase, and the 
Instructors can be sent to other localities until in time their 
services will be no longer required. 

Apart from giving instruction, the fish-trade operations of the 
Beard are altogether on commercial lines. Where little or no 
mai'ket exists for fresh fish we buy and cure cod, ling, and saithe 
at prices which wo estimate will secure ns against loss in the re- 
sale of the fish and recoup us the cost of salt, labour, freight, etc. 
During the spring of 1894, Mr. Alexander T. Duthie of Aberdeen 
had charge of oiu- white-fish stations, and he devoted himself 
with all his energy and knowledge to make oim efforts successful. 
The result is alike creditable to him and encouraging to us. 

The market for dried fish this year has been depressed, and we 
rather think that many established curers in the dried fish trade 
would not be able to show satisfactory profit and loss accounts 
for the season of 1894. 

Although this is only the second season of our undertaking 
we are satisfied with the following profit and loss account, when 
we remember the depressed state of the market.

It is riglit for us to point out that ive are not the only pur- 
chasers of fish at the places where our stations are. On the 
contrary considerable quantities are bought by hawkers and others, 
and such people have to pay slightly more than our fixed price 
in order to get fish. But if the Board had not stations, prices 
would again drop to a figure that would not encourage fisher- 
men to risk their boats and gear, and would so lead to a partial 
collapse in the fishing. 

We have lost heavily at the Mayo and Galway stations in 
proportion to the small expense incurred, and this failure is 
attributable to the fact that hardly any cod, ling, or glasaon were 
caught at these stations, while the expenditure for managers and 
under some other heads was as great as if there were a heavy take. 
We have come to the conclusion that the provision of a market 
is not sufiicient inducement to the Connaught fishermen, whose 
canvas boats and hand lines are not suitable for a remunerative 
fishing. We are therefore lending money to some picked crews 
to purchase boats and gear, or rather, we are supplying the articles, 
and the fishermen are to repay the price to us in yearly instal- 
ments. Further, we are senifing to each station a trained skilful 
Scotch long-line fisherman to teach the local fishermen how to 
sail and manage their new boats, and also how to get bait, and 
how to shoot and haul their long lines. I’he Connaught fisher- 
men are not deficient in courage or in physical strength, but 
they are unused to systematic fishing, and they therefore need, 
in our opinion, a skilful, patient, cheery instructor, who will 
encourage them to go out to get bait and to fish at all times 
that the weather permits. We have made all our preparations 
for giving this system a trial at the Connaught stations. 
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This sprius we brought over three large Scotch long-line boat? 
to fish from Teelin, County Donegal, and our project for the im- 
provement of the Connaught fishermen is largely due to the good 
reaulte that followed this spring from the visit of the Scotch boats. 

They were engaged to fish on grounds farther out to sea than 
the grounds resorted to by the local fishermen. About twelve 
miles west-south-west of Rathlin O’Beirne Light very good 
grounds were found, and the best takes there were from four 
to five tons per night per boat, and even then the boats had only 
half their Beet of lines set. The Scotch fishermen state that they 
never saw cod or ling more plentiful. Good grounds were also 
found ten miles south-west by west from Teelin Harbour. 

Very rough weather made it impossible to try deep-sea fishing 
outside Donegal Bay. Very fine mackerel were caught and used 
tor bait in Apiil. 

Some of our stations in the County Mayo and Galway were, 
as wo stated in previous reports, worked by private individuals 
with assistance or a guarantee from tho Board. We are not going 
to continue this system, for, while those who have been 
co-operating with us have assisted most cordially, the combined 
administration has not led to satisfactory results. 

The epuestion is naturally very often in our minds as to the 
mode by which we shall be relieved of our oommereial duties in 
connection with the sea fisheries of the Congested Districts. 

There are already symptoms, to which we shall subsequently 
refer, that capitalists will start curing stations when they find 
that there is a prospect of making money in the business. The 
other mode of carrying on the trade would be by means of co- 
operation among the fiSierraen for the curing and sale of fish as 
well as for tho captm-e of it. The difficulties are very great in 
the way of establishing a sound co-operative system among 
fishermen in every branch of fishing and the fish trade, but 
many are hopeful of success through such a system. 

We have nothing to chronicle in this Report as regards the Herring and 
period under review in connection with the curing of herrings Maolterel 
and mackerel, as this branch of fishing was practically over 
— „ before the 1st of January, ISfii, We may, however, observe 
that the Messrs. Watson of Deixy, and James Sweeney, J.P., of 
Dungloe, have both started curing stations for hemngs at 
Burtonport, County Donegal, and the Board trust that the 
spirited efforts of these gentlemen may be successful. 

Nothing noteworthy occurred with respect to the Murrisk 
Fund administration during the first three months of this year, ““ 
except that we lent our fishing smack the " Maraposa ” to the 
M.m'risk Committee in furtherance of their object to improve the 
condition of the fishermen of Murrisk on Clew Bay, County 
Mayo. So far the fishing of the “ Maraposa ’* has been very light 
indeed.

Ap^i^ndiixxi. direct legal proceedings to he instituted for recovery of the 
page 61. amounts due. 

Surveyor of Delay and expense are caused hy the survey and measurement of 
fisiiing boats, fisliing boats under the regulations of the Board of Trade, and 

we suggested that Captain Jt/lm Quivlcof our steamer should be 
appointed (without salary) a.s an extra Surveyor under the 
Board of Trade for the measurement of fishing boats off 
the West Coast of Ireland. We regret that after a long corres- 
pondence we were informed that oui* suggestion could not be 
adopted. 

Ill imUSTRIES. 

Foxfordand The factoiies at Foxford and Ballaghaderin continue to be 
FMtories'^*"^ Worked most energetically, and the prospect is hriglitening of 
Foxford’s becoming a commercial success, as well as a centre for 
technical teaching. Our last Report deals fully with the steps 
that were taken by us in these cases up to the 81st of December, 
1893, and since then nothing exceptional has been done. 

South Donegal The suggestions that were made to the Board by the Countess 
iDdustnM. Aberdeen for the development of Irish Home Industries were 
considered by the Board, and an agreement was amved at 
between the Irish InclusMes Association and the Board to co- 
operate in an effort to improve the manufacture of home-spun 
tweeds in South Donegal The scheme is on the following lines : — 

“ 1. The establishment of a depot for webs of tweed or flannel in 
Ardara, where they can be stored free of charge. 

“2. The inspection at the monthly * fair’ of Adara of all webs 
submitted for examination, and all rolls of thoroughly good quality to 
be stamped with the monogram of the Association. 

“ 3. The payment of a bonus of 1-Jd per yard on all stamped welis — 
Id a yai’d lo owner, and |d to the weaver. 

“ 4. Tlie establishment of a technical weaving school upon a small 
scale in the village of Ardara, so that weavere who visit Ardai-a upon 
fair and maa-ket days might receive an object lesson as to the value of 
modern looms. 

“ 5. The scheme of Technical Instniction to be carried out under six 
main leads, viz. : — 

“ I. To set up two model looms, one single and one double width, 
in the depot, together with specamens of the Icelandic, the 
Highland, and the Irish spinning wheels, and other smaller 
model appliances connect^ mth spinning and weaving. 

“ IL To purchase materiala and appliances for demonstration in 
dyeing, spinning, and weaving, and to purchase occasionally, 
if necessary, patterns of Harris and other homespuns of 
standard qudity and fashionable design for distribution and 
use in instmetion. 
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“ III. To form n small lending and reference IHivary of books on 
textiles. 

“ IV. If necessa,iy, to rent larger premises as a depot or school. 

“ V. To hire occasional assistants^ if necessary, and to engage a 
regular assistant skilled in dyeing and -weavingj at a weekly 
salary from 15s. to £1. 

“ VI. To pui*clias 0 wool and pay for haring it made into webs 
according to sample, and to pay travelling expenses in- 
cidental to the proper supervising of the . execution of these 
oiflei’s, and instruction connected therewith. 

“ 6. The Congested Districts Board shall place at the dis}iosal of tlie 
Irish ludnstvies Association, for the purpose of caiTying out the scheme 
of storage, inspection and equipment of the Depot, with salaries and 
otliei* expenses incidental thereto, a sum not exceeding £350 for one 
year. The Inspector is to be appointed by the Irish Industries 
Association, subject to tlia approval of the Congested Districts Board. 

“ 7. I’ho Congested Districts Board shall fui*ther grant to the Irish 
Industries Association a sum of £100 towards defx’aying the salary of 
the Depot manager for one year, dating from March 1st, 1894. 

“ 8. The Cougefited Districts Board shall further grant to the Irish 
Industries Association a sum not exceeding £350 for the purpose of 
establishing a technical weaving school at Ardara. 

“ 9. The premises, plant, boolcs, and the whole working of the scheme 
in Aixlara shall be at any time open to the inspection of an authorized 
representative of the Congested, Districts Board.” 

Already a very great improvement has taken place in the 
spinning and weaving of the tweed, and as a consequence in the 
marketing of the webs and rolls. The Irish Industries Associa- 
tion are also introducing a bettet kind of loom, for the pui'chase 
of which the Board are willing to advance the price to- local 
weavers on terms similar to those fixed in the case of loans made 
for fishery purposes. 

The negotiations for establishing a Technical School at Kil- KiiUmagh 
timagh, Co. Mayo, referred to in our last report, were continued, Tecimicai 
and' it is' hoped that the School will soon be opened. °° ’ 

IV. WORKB. 

During the three months of January, Pebruary, and March of Enfinesring 
this year progress was made with the construction of various 
roads, bridges, piers, and boatslips ; but we will defer alluding to 
the several works in detail until we submit our next Report for 
the year ending the 31st of March, 1895. 

F. MlBGElLAl^fEOJJS MATTERS. 

In order to replace the sum of £50,000 taken from the Fishery Sinking Fumi. 
Loan Funds for Engineering "Works, we have arranged to form a 
Sinking Fund by yearly investment in £2,800 Government Stock 
out of our ordinary income. 

Very early in 1894 the Board decided that a steamer suitable ior Building of 
carrying cargo would for some time be required in connection with steamer.

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the development of the sea fisheries, and, as it appeared that it 
■would be more economical to purchase than to charter a steamer, we 
issued advertisements stating onr requirements, but without being 
able to heal* of any steamer such as we required. We then deter- 
mined to obtain a plan and specification for a new steamer from Mr. 
H. H. West of Castle Street. Liverpool, and we may anticipate 
somewhat by saying that his ilesigns have been approved, and that 
a new steamer is about to he built. 

ChiQgei in The Board have sustained a hea^' 5 ’■ loss since their last Report 
the Board. by the death of theii* valued and able colleague, Mr. Thomas 

Phmket Cainies. lu all matter.s of finance we relied very much 
on his clear and pi*udent advice, and his absence is often felt 
and deplored.
